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Introduction 


This  report  is  intended  to  summarize  relevant  demographic  information  for  the  City  of 
Gainesville.  In  some  cases,  comparisons  are  made  with  the  US,  Florida,  and  Alachua 
County  for  illustrative  purposes.  Most  of  the  data  for  this  report  came  from  the  U.S. 
Census.  Where  possible,  the  data  are  broken  down  to  the  census  tract  level  to  show  trends 
within  various  areas  of  the  city.  Additional  information  came  from  City  records  and 
studies.  For  further  detail,  it  is  recommended  that  the  reader  seek  out  the  1990  Census 
material. 

The  first  part  of  the  report  contains  tables  about  Gainesville's  population,  age  distribution, 
and  racial  characteristics.  This  section  also  contains  information  about  special  needs 
populations.  The  second  section  covers  housing  information  such  as  owner  occupancy  and 
housing  conditions  in  neighborhood  planning  areas.  The  third  pan  details  the  city's 
income,  education  and  occupation  characteristics.  The  final  section  includes  the  latest 
information  about  population  projections.  A  list  of  data  sources  is  included  at  the  back  of 
this  report. 


Gainesville  Characteristics 

As  of  September  1993  the  City  of  Gainesville's  size  is  about  45.89  square  miles.  Map  1 
illustrates  the  current  Gainesville  city  limits.  The  land  area  for  Alachua  County  is  902 
square  miles. 

The  city  contains  the  University  of  Florida  campus,  the  number  one  employer  in  the 
community.  Three  hospitals  (Alachua  General,  Shands  Teaching  Hospital,  and  the 
Veterans  Affairs  Medical  Center)  are  also  within  city  Limits  and  are  considered  major 
employers. 

Population  growth  for  the  City  of  Gainesville  has  resulted  from  two  main  factors: 
annexation  of  residents  from  unincorporated  areas  and  growth  at  the  University  of  Florida 
(UF).  Map  2  shows  the  historical  addition  of  land  area  through  annexation. 

Rapid  growth  at  the  University  of  Florida  occurred  from  1960  to  1970.  During  that  period, 
enrollment  grew  by  72.5%.  Similarly,  Gainesville's  population  grew  rapidly  during  the 
same  period.  The  population  growth  rate  was  1 17.2%.  The  1960  to  1970  time  frame  also 
corresponds  to  a  period  of  large  scale  annexation  of  populated  areas  (refer  to  Map  2). 

From  1970  to  1980,  the  growth  rate  stayed  high  for  both  Gainesville  and  UF.  However, 
the  rate  slowed  from  the  previous  decade's  pace.  UF's  enrollment  grew  by  47%  and 
Gainesville  grew  by  26%.  During  this  decade,  other  populated  areas  were  annexed  which 
contributed  to  the  population  increase. 

The  pace  of  growth  slowed  for  the  City  and  UF  from  1980  to  1990.  The  University's 
enrollment  increased  about  4.9%.  The  City's  population  grew  by  about  4.6%.  During  this 
decade  most  of  the  areas  annexed  were  unpopulated. 

Figure  1  compares  UF  enrollment  growth  and  City  population  growth  for  the  period  from 
1950  to  1990.  As  can  be  noted,  the  trend  lines  are  very  similar. 
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Population  Information 

Two  items  should  be  noted  before  beginning  the  discussion  about  population  information. 
First,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  officially  granted  a  1990  population  count  correction 
to  the  City  of  Gainesville.  The  original  population  count  was  84,770.  It  was  revised 
upward  to  85,075.  This  correction  was  made  late  and  is  not  reflected  in  most  published 
reports  by  the  Census  Bureau.  However,  this  report  will  use  the  corrected  count  where 
possible.  In  the  case  of  the  sample  data  which  are  used  to  produce  income,  occupation  and 
other  similar  types  of  information,  the  counts  will  total  to  the  original  census  count 
population. 

Second,  in  September  1992  the  City  annexed  9.53  square  miles  of  unincorporated  area  (see 
Map  2  showing  annexations).  There  was  substantial  residential  development  in  this  area 
which  resulted  in  an  increase  in  population  size.  The  estimated  1990  population  size  of  the 
annexed  area  was  4,986.  Substantial  new  residential  development  was  taking  place  in  the 
area  and  by  the  fall  of  1992  the  annexed  population  was  estimated  at  7,017  by  the  Bureau 
of  Economic  and  Business  Research  at  the  University  of  Florida.  Unfortunately,  because 
this  area  was  annexed  after  the  1990  Census,  most  of  the  data  in  this  report  will  not  include 
information  about  the  annexed  area  population.  Where  possible,  data  that  are  available 
about  the  annexed  population  will  be  provided.

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Map  3  shows  the  1990  census  tracts  for  the  Gainesville  area.  Note  that  Tract  9  is  the 
University  of  Florida  campus. 

Table  2  breaks  down  the  Gainesville  data  to  show  how  population  is  distributed  in  the 
various  census  tracts  within  city  limits.  Please  note  that  while  Map  3  shows  census  tracts 
reflecting  the  post-1992  annexation,  the  breakdown  in  Table  2  is  based  on  pre-1992 
annexation  figures.

Age  Distribution 

Table  3  contains  Gainesville's  age  distribution  in  various  age  cohorts.  Gainesville's  age 
distribution  contrasts  with  that  of  the  State  of  Florida.  While  Florida  is  known  for  its 
retirement-age  population,  Gainesville  has  a  much  younger  age  distribution.  This  is  largely 
the  result  of  the  student  population  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

For  the  state  as  a  whole,  16.72%  of  the  population  falls  in  the  65-84  age  category.  In 
Gainesville,  that  percentage  is  8.46%.  Comparing  the  percentages  for  the  20-24  age 
category,  Gainesville  has  17.54%  of  its  population  in  that  group  while  Florida  has  only 
6.56%.

Group  Quarters  Population 

The  U.  S.  Census  classifies  persons  living  in  group  quarters  in  two  major  categories.  One 
is  Persons  in  Institutions.  This  includes  those  in  correctional  facilities,  nursing  homes, 
psychiatric  hospitals  and  juvenile  institutions.  The  second  category  is  Other  Persons  in 
Groups  Quarters  which  includes  college  dormitories,  military  quarters,  and  all  other  non- 
institutional  group  quarters  (e.g.,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses).  Table  7  provides 
information  about  the  1990  group  quarters  population. 

Gainesville  has  a  fairly  high  number  of  persons  residing  in  group  quarters  (1 1.41%  of  the 
population)  due  largely  to  the  presence  of  the  University  of  Florida.  The  on-campus 
dormitories  and  the  fraternity  and  sorority  houses  provide  the  majority  of  the  group 
quarters  housing.  The  institutional  group  quarters  include  Tacachale,  a  State-operated 
facility  for  the  mentally  handicapped  and  several  nursing  homes,  including  a  large  facility  at 
the  VA  Hospital.

Special  Needs  Populations 

Certain  sub-populations  have  special  needs  because  of  physical,  economic  or  social 
reasons.  These  special  needs  populations  include  the  handicapped,  female-headed 
households,  the  homeless  and  students.  Table  8  indicates  the  size  of  these  special  needs 
populations.

Handicapped  persons  are  defined  as  those  with  a  disability  (mental  or  physical)  which  has 
lasted  6  or  more  months  and  which  limits  the  kind  or  amount  of  work  a  person  can  do. 
Female-headed  households  with  no  husband  present  are  generally  economically 
disadvantaged  These  households  earn  approximately  57%  of  median  family  income  due  to 
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the  absence  of  a  second  wage  earner.  Of  the  3,838  female-headed  households,  44%  have 
children  under  the  age  of  18. 

The  homeless  are  a  sub-population  with  complex  needs.  It  is  estimated  that,  on  any  given 
night,  there  are  approximately  320  homeless  individuals  in  the  city.  Of  this  number,  36% 
are  families,  20%  are  children  or  runaway  youth,  and  30%  are  alcohol  or  drug  abusers. 

Students  represent  a  special  need  population  because  the  University  of  Florida  does  not 
have  sufficient  housing  to  accommodate  all  those  enrolled.  In  1990,  6,768  students  lived 
in  college  dormitories.  This  is  only  19.41%  of  the  34,861  students  attending  the  university 
in  the  fall  of  1990  Thus,  the  student  population  plays  a  major  role  in  Gainesville's 
housing  market. 


Housing  Information 

In  1990,  the  Census  counted  34,713  housing  units  within  city  limits.  This  figure  is  a  late 
correction  by  the  Census  Bureau. 

The  1980  count  was  29,81 1.  The  1980  to  1990  increase  in  housing  units  was  4,902.  This 
represents  a  growth  rate  of  about  16.44%  or  an  average  annual  increase  of  about  490  units. 
From  1970  to  1980  the  average  annual  increase  in  housing  units  was  about  840  units. 
While  it  appears  that  the  growth  in  housing  units  has  slowed  considerably  from  1980  to 
1990,  it  should  be  noted  that  1970  to  1980  was  a  period  of  very  active  annexation  of 
existing  residential  areas.  The  1980  to  1990  decade  saw  very  little  annexation  of  populated 
areas. 

Housing  Mix 

Table  9  provides  information  about  the  1990  city  limits  housing  mix  in  Gainesville.  It  uses 
the  uncorrected  34,608  count  as  its  base.  As  can  be  noted  from  the  table,  single-family 
detached  represents  the  majority  of  the  housing  unit  types  in  Gainesville.  The  multi-family 
category  includes  apartments,  condominiums,  and  single-family  attached  units.

Housing  Units  by  Census  Tract 

Table  1 1  breaks  out  the  1990  housing  units  by  census  tract.  The  correct  count  figure  is  not 
available  by  census  tracts.  Thus,  the  tract  data  reflects  the  uncorrected  count  of  34,608. 

The  housing  units  in  Tract  9  (UF  campus)  are  apartment  units  and  married  student  housing. 
The  count  does  not  include  dormitory  rooms,  which  are  considered  group  quarters.  Tract 
13  contains  very  few  housing  units  because  a  great  portion  of  the  land  area  is  consumed  by 
the  airport-

Owner  Occupancy 

Approximately  47%  of  Gainesville's  homes  were  owner  occupied  in  1990.  This  is  down 
slightly  from  the  1980  figure  of  47.8%%.  Table  13  compares  the  1980  and  1990  owner 
occupancy  figures.

Areas  close  to  the  University  of  Florida  show  low  owner-occupancy  rates  indicating  the 
large  number  of  rentals  to  students.  This  is  especially  true  of  areas  east  and  south  of  the 
campus  (tracts  2,  8,  15).  Table  14  shows  the  percent  owner-occupied  single-family  units 
by  census  tract  Note  that  Tract  9  is  the  University  of  Florida.

Housing  Conditions 

In  June  1992  the  City's  Codes  Enforcement  Division  completed  a  housing  conditions 
survey.  The  ratings  were  based  on  exterior  conditions.  On  a  scale  from  one  (worst)  to 
four  (best),  the  average  dwelling  unit  in  the  city  had  a  3.6  racing.  The  survey  results  are 
presented  by  Neighborhood  Planning  Area  (NPA).  Map  4  shows  these  areas  and  the 
associated  percentage  category  of  substandard  housing  units  in  them.  Table  15  indicates 
the  Neighborhood  Planning  Areas  with  more  than  10%  of  dwellings  needing  major  repairs. 
The  housing  conditions  data  does  not  include  the  1992  annexed  areas.

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The  overall  results  from  the  housing  conditions  survey  reveal  that  about  29%  of  the  city's 
housing  units  are  in  substandard  condition.  Of  this,  approximately  5%  are  considered 
dilapidated  or  in  need  of  major  repair.  These  1992  figures  show  improvement  over  the 
1982  numbers  when  the  percentage  substandard  was  7%  higher. 


Income,  Occupation,  and  Education  Information 

Income 

Two  measures  of  income  are  available,  household  income  and  family  income.  The  student 
households  in  Gainesville  greatly  impact  the  household  income  statistics  for  the  city.  The 
household  income  figure  is  depressed  as  a  result.  Median  family  income  is  a  much  better 
indicator  of  non-student  income  levels  in  the  community. 

To  illustrate  the  contrast  between  median  household  income  and  median  family  income, 
both  numbers  are  provided.  The  Census  found  that  the  median  household  income  in  1989 
was  $21,077.  In  1993,  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Department  noted  that  the 
median  family  income  in  Gainesville  was  $34,500.  It  is  clear  that  the  student,  non-family 
households  artificially  reduce  the  income  statistics  in  the  community. 

Poverty  Status 

The  1990  Census  found  that  19,860  persons  (or  26.3%  of  the  population)  in  Gainesville 
fell  below  the  poverty  level  in  1989.  Table  16  provides  information  about  the  number  and 
percentage  of  the  people  falling  below  poverty  status  by  census  tract.  This  provides  some 
information  about  the  relative  economic  standing  of  neighborhoods  in  Gainesville.

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Several  of  the  tracts  show  artificially  high  percentages  of  persons  living  below  the  poverty 
level.  Tracts  2  and  8  neighbor  the  University  of  Florida  campus  and  have  large  numbers  of 
student  households:  Tract  9  is  the  University  of  Florida  which  is  nearly  100%  student 
populated.  Tract  13  contains  Tacachale,  a  facility  for  the  mentally  handicapped  and  several 
prisons.  Over  96%  of  the  population  in  this  tract  lives  in  a  group  quarters  institutional  type 
facility. 

Occupation 

The  government  sector  is  an  major  source  of  employment  in  Gainesville.  Table  17  shows 
the  number  of  workers  in  major  employer  classes.  Government  workers  (local,  state  and 
federal)  account  for  38.01%  of  the  total.

The  occupational  breakdown  for  Gainesville  is  shown  in  Table  18.  The  largest 
occupational  category  is  Managerial/Professional,  accounting  for  38.51%  of  Gainesville's 
workers.  This  reflects  the  high  education  levels  found  in  the  community.

Education 

Educational  attainment  is  a  measure  of  the  community's  skill  levels.  As  might  be  expected 
in  a  college  community,  Gainesville  has  higher  levels  of  educational  attainment  than  Florida 
and  the  U.S.  Table  19  shows  educational  attainment  information  for  Gainesville.  About 
40.5%  of  Gainesville's  population  has  a  Bachelor's  or  higher  level  degree.  The  State  of 
Florida  had  only  18.28%  of  its  population  with  the  same  level  of  education.

School  enrollment  in  Gainesville  also  reflects  the  fact  that  this  is  a  university  community. 
In  1990  there  were  25,208  students  enrolled  in  public  colleges  in  Gainesville.  College 
students  living  within  the  city  made  up  29.63%  of  the  total  population. 


Population  Projections 

As  part  of  its  comprehensive  planning  effort,  the  Community  Development  Department 
produced  population  projections  for  the  city  through  the  year  2005.  Those  projections 
were  made  prior  to  the  annexation  of  1992.  The  original  projections  have  been  modified  to 
account  for  the  annexed  area. 

The  projections  are  shown  in  Table  21.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  projections  reflect  a 
moderate  or  medium  level  growth  forecast  for  Gainesville.  This  is  consistent  with  the 
Bureau  of  Economic  and  Business  Research  at  UF  projections  for  Alachua  County  as  a 
whole.
